7 were told thar if they ever shot someone they would have to have the 

i gun rebored sc that ma one could tell that it was the murder weapon. 

: They vere also told haw to enter homes to murder but make the break-in 
look like if wae a common burglary. They were also instructed as to 
how bodies should be transported without being noticed and how to 
communicarce with other members without detection. When asked how 

. this was done, LUCAS only replied that he was instructed to memorize 

* the faces of the other members so that they would recognize one another 

when they met in different parte of the country. LUCAS added that 
when he met another member he would engage the member in a discussion 
b7c auuut certain sspecte of the cult as well as the places of previous 
meetings in order to wee if the other member really knew the 
organization and was a membe: in fact. LUCAS stated that after the 
truining period he andl |were told to commit two killings per 
week and to krill animals along with the victims. They were also

i and mutilated. After about four monene ey os them that they had 

done such a good job that they enly had to return once 2 year. — 
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added that if they ever picked up any merchandise they wanted to get 
rid of, they should také it to his warehouse in Miam! and the money 
obtained from the sale of the merchandise would go to the “Handa of 
Death" organization. 


LUCAS stated that members can also recognize one another 
by a tattoo that they should have on their right hand in rhe web 
between the thumb and forefinger. “LUCAS stated rhat tattoo is of 
acress, flames and hands. CAS added that some members have the 
tattoo of a snake and ethers the tattoo of a scorpion. He said that 
the individuals with tattoos of the hands, cross and flames were 
people who "go on the road to kill, committing burglaries, robberies, 
etc.”, The people wha have the tattoo of a snake are kidnapers and 
the people with the tatteo of a scorpion are ritual killers who kill 
for the cermonies the cult engages in. LUCAS displayed his tattoo 
and said that it was nearly worn off. By observation ic was determined 
that there is no tattoo in the web of his right hand between the thumb 
nd forefinger but there are suites weiy Taint dark lines whese shape 
vould not be discerned.

Once called LUCAS 
from Say, Antonio, Texas and asked LUCAS to cravel from Maryland to 
San Antonio since he Had an assignment to kill two mil es in 
Hastrop, Texas. LUCAS traveled to San Antonio and met and they 
traveled ro heen | of the two millionaires. LUCAS sat at he waited 
outside while killed the man is wife after which they loaded 
their bodies in a van and LUCAS and drove to Reno, Nevada where 
they dumped the bodies in the desert nearby, LUCAS advised thet an 
UnKnOWN Lady in mouston, lexas had hired the “Hands ath” to coumit 
che sae | meee assignment hed been given t LUCAS said 
thai he and gor $65,000 each for the murder, IVCAS used his $5,000 
to purchase a travel trailer. 


LUCAS advised that he has sattended meatings ef the cule 
irregularly and the Jast meeting he attended was in 1981 in the 
Everglades. Some of (he meetings were held on 2 deserted beach 
just south of Fort Lauderdale. Florida. These meetings are held once 
& year during June or July and sometimes 75-100 people would attend 
stehough they usually broke up Into smelter groups of 28 ee ro ge a 
to attract attention, the parties usually consist of worship service 
where they pray to the devil, and dances, sex and narcetica. LUCAS 
recsiled that once they were checked out by the local police but since 
they were doing nething wrong the police left them alone. LUCAS said 
that there were no murders committed on the beach during these parties 
since they could not hide the bodies that well. He said that the murders 
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were usually committed in the Everglades where they could easily 
dump the bodies. 


LUCAS added that he has attended meetings outside of Florida 
tn Indiana Ccwice) at a campsite near a river. LUCAS stated that this 
campsite could be located by traveling esat of Indianapolis cu a 
highway (possibly Highway 41) about twelve te fourteen miles te a river. 
Once arriving at the river, one sould travel souch of the bridge along 
the riverbank a short distance and the campsite could be located there.
